the Russ.an right, compelling the Russians to retreat. 
The Japanese 


artillery, mcludmg the batteries captured from the Russians, did theid 
usual splend.d work in shelling the trenches and retreating Russians. 


The left army made an advance last 


n^ht and early this morning occupied 
a position close to the village and field 
occupied by the Russians. 
The Ja- 


panese attacked along the whole line, 
driving tne Russians out of the posi- 
tion which they retired to in yester- 
days's battle. 
At 3 o'clock this after- 


noon the 
Russians 
were 
retreating 


northward in disorder. 
The Japanese 


have captured a complete Russian bat- 
tery and are now pursuing and shell- 
ing the retreating Russians, whose loss 
is probably large.

Plot to Steal Portion of Sandstorm Ore, Valued at 


$1,950,000, Revealed When Gold Is 


Brought to Reno

TREASURE 
train containing 15 tons of one from the 
Sand- 


storm mine at Goldfield, was attacked by bandits, at Klondike 
Springs, fifteen miles south of Tonopah one night last week. 


The desperadoes succeeded ip securing two sacks of the precious rock 
and were in the act of carrying it off when they were spied by one of 
the guards, Captain William Murray, who, by two well directed shots, 
caused them to drop the treasure and escape in the darkness, both of 
them probably wounded. 
The ore, as returns mad* yesterday show, 


carried values to the amount of $130,000 per ton.
